The Czurntvilcll to Wed. 

London, May IS. — The Vienna correspon- 
dent of the Times this morning says a mar- 
riage has ben n arrange d between the Czaro- 
witch and Prinutss Helen, fourth daughter 
of Prince Nicholas, of Montenegro. . Com- 
menting on this event the correspondent 
Bays : " Such a marriage would he of great 
political importance, and could not fail to 
give the highest possible satisfaction to the 
aluvist world." 

II May Expose llic Secret. 

Paris, May HI. — It is claimed by M. 
Heche, a member of tho chamber of 
deputies, that he possesses information, 
showing that M. Barbfy, tho minister of 
marine, has contracted with Herr Krupp 
and with the Armstrongs to supply the 
navy of France with big guns, and h,is sent 
tho Armstrongs U,0U0 kilogrammes of 
smokeless powder to test the same; The 
deputy intends to interpellate the govern- 
ment, to-dny, on this subject, on the 
ground that the minister of marine, if he 
has taken the action at'ributed to him, bus 
probably placed the secrot of tho manufac 
ture of smokeless powder in possession of 
the Armstrongs, who are manufacturing 
arms for foreign governments. 

The New Urlrui.s Mnsmicre. 

Rome, May 19. —Tho controversy with 
the United .States, growiug out of the New 
Orleans mussucrc, is pliying an important 
part in national politics. It furnishes ma 
terial for opposition, and may yet result in 
the overturn of the present ministry. It is 
reported that the Marquis De Rudini avows 
that Signor Corte was recalled from New 
Orleans because - thev xUiinct did' not ap- 
prove of his conduct. Tho press sharply 
attacks the prime minister. Tho Reforma 
say his conduct of foieign affairs has been a 
series of failures. There has been a woeful 
want of enemy in the management of the 
Now Orleans correspondence. In this and 
other instances the luxncss of the Govern 
menf has seriously compromised the prcs 
tige of Italy abroad. 

Crime In Corfu. 

Triestk, May 19. — The Citadino, a news- 
paper of this city, says that excesses con- 
tinue in Corfu. A Jew was stubbed to 
death, to-day, an Italian woman was killed 
and a man, whose nationality is not men 
tione.l, was wounded. The few stores that 
belong to Jews, and which have been re- 
opened, are protected by troops. 

KxoQueeii Natalie. 

Vienna, May 1!). — The statement is made 
in this city that ex-Queen Natalie is en 
route to the palace of Sinai at Bucharest, 
the capital of Romania. 

Mm. Hnneaii Much Itctter. 

London, May 19. — Mrs. Duncan, who 
was almost murdered by her husband neur 
Bettwsyicoed, North Wales, is much bet- 
ter. 

Australian Fodcr.it Ion. 

Melbourne, May 19. — The premiers of 
Victoria, New South Wales und South 
Australia have failed to secure the adoption 
of uniform action in submitting the federa- 
tion proposals to the people of the colonies, 
and each colony will follow its own courao 
in the matter. 

Suicide ol'a Delimiter. 

Lkitsio, May 19. — Herr l'annen, Mana- 
ger of the Flinsch Co. paper works, at Uih 
place, was arresle. I to-day on account of a 
shortage in his accounts. He was on the 
point of starting for Brazil for a business 
trip. Finding that his crime had been dis- 
covered, he eluded the watchfulness of the 
detectives for a moment and shot himself 
dead. The amount of his defulcutiap is not 
precisely known. He had occupied a high 
position in business circles up to the time of 
the discovery of his guilt. 

The ItiiHsrll Divorce Case, 

London, May 19. — The suit of the wife 
of Earl Russell for separation, on the 
ground of cruelty, is to bo tried on June 
8, The case was on some time ago and was 
temporarily postponed, in Hie belief that a 
settlement out o court would bo arranged. 
This has proved impossible, however, and 
it is now pretty certain til it the sensational 
featurea, which are kiio.vn to be involved in 
the Btiit, will be made public. 

Pence Social* of Italy. 

Rome, May 19. — The peace socials of 
Italy will ireet in convention at Milan on 
the 30th and ,'tlst of May. Invitations 
have been sent abroad, and delegates are ex- 
pected from France, Germany, Switzerland 
and Austria. One of the main questions to 
be brought before the convention will be 
the course the Italian government should 
take with regard to it, towards the 
United States and before Europe,

Pauls, May 18.— Details of the death of 
M. Hunckel de Hercnlais, the well-known

of locusts fell upon him. M. Hercnlais was 



uwakened by them, and beat down and 
killed thousands of them by firing the 
brushwood, making a minute of tho fact in 
his notn book. It is supposed he finally be- 
came exhausted and was suffocated by the 
insects, as. his skeleton was subsequently 
found under a heap of locusts, together with 
his beard, hair, and cmvut,

has been arrested.

Vienna, May 1!).— The Empress Eugonie 
visited Ghutto, in the Jewish quarter in 
Corfu, yesterday, to distribute relief. 
Twenty-seven persons, including two police- 
men, have been arrested in CorUl for attack- 
ing jews. 

A I'lallitrm Collapses. 

LONDON, May a). — A platform, thronged 
with children, collapsed yesterday, near 
Chesterfield, England. Two boys were 
crushed to death and thirty injured. 

•Muck I he Kipper" ill Berlin. 

BKRI.IN, May 19.— The wife of a laborer 
named Sheerbarti, employed in the powder 
mills of the Government at Spandau, has 
been murdered in a manner suggesting 
the mode of •'Jack the Ripper." As yet 
thero ia no cluo to the perpetrator of the 
crime. 

Crushed to Itratli. 

Berlin, May 19. — A serious accident 
occurred during the artillery manoeuvres at 
Weiaboden to-day. While the companies 
were galloping across tho broken country, 
two guns were up=et and in the general 
entanglement that resulted two men were 
crushed to death and a number badly 
injured. 



THE ITATA ESCAPES. 



And is Now Believed to he Far 
Out of Keach of the 
Charleston. 



The Esmeralda still at Acapulco Short 
of Coal- She May Obtain It 
By Force. 



New York, May 19. — A special to the 
mail and cxprcw from Acapulco, Mexico, 
says:— It seems now certuin that the Es- 
meralda must have recourse to some des- 
perate means to secure coal, for coal she 
must have, if she is to get back to Chili. 
It is unnounced to-day that the Pacific 
mail SS. Co. has ordered its agent not to 
sell- -the- Esmeralda any coal under any * 
circumstances. This order was commu- 
nicated to tho Commander of the Esmer- 
alda, and it is now thought extremely pro- 
halo that the Chilian will take coal by force. 
This is thought the more probable as it 
is known that the Esmeralda's captain is 
now in command of the Itata, having 
boarded her when the two vessels mot oil' 
the port Friday night. Should the acting 
capiain of the Esmeralda decide to take 
coal by force, there is absolutely nothing to 
prevent him from hauling his vessel along- 
side the coul hulk and taking what he 
wants, for tho forts are worthless as against 
modern ordnance, and the Esmeralda could, 
if molested, lay Acapulco in ruins in half an 
hour. The Mexican authorities will hardly 
be likely to offer any opposition to a power- 
ful ship like the Esmeralda, and thus bring 
on a bombardment of the town ; neverthe- 
less there is intense excitement. 

City ok Mexico, v in Galveston, May 19. 
— Advices received here from Acapulco, to- 
day, say that the officers of the Esmeralda 
finished buying provisions last night. It is 
generally believed in Acapulco that the 
Esmeralda has secretly loaded some coal 
und that she was to receive more outside 
the harbor, this morning. 

Crrv of Mexico, via Galveston, May 19. 
— It appears from di-patcht s received here 
from the Pacific Coast that tho Data passed 
outside Acapulco at noon last Friday, nnd 
is now far out of reach of the Charleston. 



FORCED TO APOLOGIZE. 

A Chilian WarBhlp Insults the Dignity of 
England and Germany. 

San Francisco, May 1 8. — A stray copy 
of tho Chilian Times, which reached here 
by the Sun B'as, announces that the British 
war vessels are extremely vigorous in keep 
Lng the instirg nts from depredating on 
British and German mei chant veisels. By 
special agreement with Germany, Great 
Britain has taken the German interests 
under her protection until the arrival of 
three German warships now en route to the 
scene of the disturbance. 

The Waispite forced an apology out. of 
the Blanco Encalada just before tho latter 
was sunk by the torpedo boats. The 
Blanco was engaged in blockading Iquique, 
when she, with other vessels of the blockad- 
ing fleet, ran out of coal. An English and 
a German merchantman were lying there, 
both coal laden. The rebel took hold of 
Lliom on pretense that they were in range in 
the event of firing and towed them out to 
sea, despite the protests of the captains* 
Om of nuige ol the forts and guns, the in- 
surgents made a forced purchase of such 
coal as they needed. They paid an ex- 
travagant price for it, but this tact did not 
soothe the insulted caplaitiB, and they re- 
poned the matttr to the British admiral as 
soon as they fell in with the Wurspitc. 
Thai iud vidua I gave the Blanco the option 
of npol 'gizing or lighting inside of 24 hour?! 
It was t lion 11:30 a.m. Precisely at noon 
the Blanco ran up tho Briti-h and German 
Hags above the rebel standard and fired a 
royal salute. Tho apology was uccepted, 
and the captains of flic two merchant ves- 
sels had their honor sustained, us well as in- 
creased price for their coal. The coal 
would have been replaced und thu ships 
towed back tn their former anchorage, btl 
for the fact that most of the cou.1 had beoi 
burned and the ships had no further busi- 
ness at Iquiquo. 



BLOWN TO ATOMS. 



Fearful Result of a Dynamite Explosion 
on a Hudson River Railway 
Train. 



Eighteen Were Instantly Killed and 
Everyone on Board Frightfully 
Mangled. 

The Train Reduced to Splinters— The 
Limbs of the Victims Scattered 
in Ail Directions. 

Tarrytown, May 19.— At 1120 this 
morning a work train on the Hudson River 
railway was blown to atoms about u miles 
below Tarry town by an explosion of dyna- 
mite, in transportation for blasting pur- 
poses. There were probably .'I.') mull, in- 
cluding Italian laborers and trainmen on 
board. Of these, 18 were instantly killed, 
and Io terribly torn and wounded. Many 
of the dead were blown into tho river, and 
live bodies still remain unrccovered. The 
train was torn to atoms. The railway 
tracks were ripped from their bed and a 
great hole many feet deep dug out of 
the earth, totally blocking traffic on 
the railway for many hours. The 
train was in charge of Conductor Gunners, 
and the gang of men was under Jerome 
Disson, as boas. The dynamite was stored 
on the first four flat cars. It consisted of 
24 cases, and each case contained50 pounds, 
making a grand total of 1,200 pounds of 
the terrible explosive. The force of the ex- 
plosion was terrific. Tho ground trembled 
as though from an earthquake. The walls 
of several of the Tarrytown houses 
were shaken and crackad. In the 
Tarrytown streets window glass fell 
in showers to the sidewalk. A spark 
from a passing engine is believed to have 
been the cause of the explosion. The train 
was utterly demolished, and eye-witnesses 
say the air was lided with splinters and 
debiis, while the bodies of the luckless train 
crew were, some of them, torn limb from 
limb in every direction. A terrible sight 
presented itself to those who hurried 
to the scene of the accident. The ground, 
as far as could be seen, was covered with 
debris. The I rack was torn up for a space 
of 600 feet, and the rails bent in all kinds 
of shapes. Dead faces and mutilated bodies 
looked up at one from all directions. The en- 
gine was blown out of all semblance of an 
engine, und the tender was blown half way 
into the river. The flat cars were blown 
into minute particles. Then began the aw- 
ful work of bringing in the dead and 
wounded. Men were found dead a hundred 
yards from the track, while others were 
louud in excavutious nude by the deadly 
explosive. Tho wounded were suffering 



roih horrible mutilutious, in' maiiy in- 
stances arms and legs had been torn off, 
heads bruised und bodies bleeding. The 
dead and injured were conveyed to the Tar- 
r>town depot, where the injuries were 
looked after by a score of physicians, who 
had been hurried to the scene. The in- 
jtued were afterward taken to different 
hospitals, five of the most severely injured 
being taken to Kellevue hospital in New 
York city. The dead were also conveyed 
to the depot, hut later were removed to 
Vatuleibilt's morgue, in Tarrylown.. Ten 
of those killed were picked up along the 
track, while five were taken from the river. 
Three of tho injured conveyed to the depot 
died shortly after reaching there. It is be- 
lieved t(hat there are still two bodies in the 
river, ami this would bring the tolal num- 
ber of killed up to 20. From Inter reports 
from the scene of the" accident, it would 
seem that instead of 3.'1 men on the ill-fated 
train the number was nearer 50.

NEGROES VS. CO.AL MINERS. 

The bockecl-Out Whites at the Franklin Mines, 
Washington, Superseded by Colored Men. 

Franklin, May 18.— 'I ho negroes hov* 
already taken possession in earnest of the 
work of mining coal at Franklin. They be- 
gan work this morning without any inter- 
ference from any poison. More will be 
gradually put to woik until all m e employ- 
ed. There have been some desertions from 
the invading army, hut the officials expected 
u certain proportion. Peace was undisturb- 
ed and the conflict to-day wus confined to 
decisional hard words thrown tit tho guards. 
As the negroes became aoouftoined to their 
new homes they grew merry und broke into 
singing. Those not yet. working in the 
mines occupied themselves with building 
shanties for themselves. They seem 
to have como to slay 'though the 
locked-out men hope tiiat they will 
wander away, until none are left. They do 
not interfere with the whites at all, keep 
within the lines marked out for them, and 
mind their own business. The whites do 
not attempt to molest them, but their lead- 
ers seek by persuasion to turn their hearts. 
The situation can be sumrand up briefly : 
Tho negroes are in possession, armed and 
under strong guard. Two hundred whites 
ure thrown idle by their coming and are ex- 
asperated, but poverles3. The guards 
stand between and prevent any possiblo con- 
flict. The white miners, however, realize 
tho situation and, with rare exceptions, 
trouble neither guards nor negroes. The 
company has gamed its wis' 1 to far as get- 
ting possession of the property is concerned. 
It has put some of the negroes to work, but 
no contract has yet been signed.

END OF THE ASSIZES. 



Petersen's Sentence Seven Years' 
Imprisonment— No Bill in the 
Minors' Case. 



The Grand Jury Ur^es the Necessity 
of Removing the Park 
Magazine. 



On the opening of the Court of Assize, 
yesterday morning, the grand jurors having 
been duly called, Judge Drake briefly ad- 
dressed them in presenting to their foreman 
tho indictment against Bates ami fourteen 
others, union miners of Wellington, charged 
with conspiracy. His lordship defined the 
nature of n conspiracy, and quoted the law 
in reference thereto. In the present case 
the conspiracy was to compel tho Messrs. 
Duosmuir to dismiss certain of their work- 
men, and also to compel the miners to for- 
sake their w rU ut thu Wellington lollerics 
All the trouble arose from the unfortunate 
strike there in progress ; unfortunoto be- 
cause by it many men were prevented from 
earning their bread by the act of the Miners' 
Union. The strike was, not unlawful, but 
if the strikers had sought to compel other,* 
to come out or ctase from work thou t he 
bounds set by law had been ovei slopped. 
The union had claimed that the light ol 
free contract was the basis ot all freedom, 
but yet the union had followed a 
course dirrclly contrary to the principle 
of free contract. The tyranny of the Union 
was of the nature that its memo rs would 
ho the fiist to resist were it d noted to- 
wards thi msolves. The Unionists did not 
with any outside the Union to enjoy free- 
dom of contract. In I he ease ci the Well- 
ington mil. ei s, the evidence showed that 
a serious bieach of tho pence bud only been 
prevented by the si If control and Rood 
sense of the non-unionists. 

The Grand Jury retired to consider the 
indictment placed in their bunds, and the 
case of Reg v. Petersen being called, Mr. 
Mills moved for Bent, nee, diioeting the 
attention of the Court to the penally now- 
provided by aw for the offemeof wli eh 
Petersen had been found guilty. Piom 
five years to life imprisonment, with 
or without whipping, was the extent of 
the punishment. 

Mr. Utlyea, for the prisoner, urged the 
Court lo exercise discretion in pronouncing 
judgment, and explained how a long sen- 
tence would throw Petersen on the world, 
an old and broken man. It was the first 
offence under the section ever t.itd in tho 
province, and the first of any kind of which 
Petersen had ever bein accused. In view 
of these fuc'.s, he implored the clemency of 
the Court. 

Ilia lordship replied that lie cnuld hard- 
ly listen to such a claim as that made by 
the counsel for the prisoner. The object of 
punishing the guhty was to furinsh an ex- 
ample I o others. Petersen bad been found 
guilty of a heinous ofiVnce — -abusing a child 
of lerder veins ai d delicate health. If 
there had been a spark of manhood in him, 
her youth and innocence would have 
proved her protection ; but that 
spark of manhood was lacking. Ho (his 
lordship) ha 1 no intention of dilating upon 
the enoimity of the crime, or of "lecturing" 
the condemned man — the sentence of ihe 
court wus imprisonment, for a period of seven 
years in the provincial penitentiary. 

AFTER RECESS. 

The jury, having been absent almost the 
entire afternoon in the c»se of Reginu vs. 
Bates and others, returned into court and 
rpp n rted that evght of th<-m wete in favor of 
finding n. true bill and seven were for throw- 
ing out the indictment. 

J he court (1< cided t hut this amounted to 
"no bill" and inconsequence the accused 
were discharged. 

It is repot t-d that the Granel Jury, hav- 
ing examimd the witnesses who were 
brought before them, expressed a desire to 
hear what the accused had to say.

The Grand Jury, later on, brought in the 
following presentment: We, thr Grand Jury, 
now in session, beg lo call the attention 
of your lordship to the great loss of life and 
properly that may occur at uny time from 
the storing of a large quantity of powder in 
the magazine situated in Beacon Hill 
Park, mid e n nestly recommend its removal 
before any serious ennsequ nccs occur. W< 
would also suggest to your lordship tho ad 
visahilily of some change in tho system of 
selecting grand and special jurie?, us under 
the existing system ceitain parties are being 
continually summoned white others escape 
altogether or nearly so.

Development . 



The District Will Soou Have Four Competitive 
Tl' -outfit Hallways-Largo Output, of Ore, 
and Great Auditions to the Population 
Asaured. 

Dr. Wilbur A. Hendryx, manager of the 
Kootenay Mining & Smelting Co., and 
owner of the famous Blue Bell galena mine, 
on the east thore of Kootenay lake, has 
been in the city for several days past and 
will remain here for several weeks. The 
members of his company are expected to ar- 
rive in Victoria in the course of a fori night. 
The company is registered under the tor- 
eign mining companies' not, and is composed 
■of nun 01 large capital, the head cilice 
being «t New Haven, Conn. Mr. Franklin 
Fun-ell is president. He is the chief owner 
of the rarrott mine, Butte, Mont., and ia 
also principal owner of the Bridgport, 
(Coni).) Copper Co., where the output of the 
Parrott is refund. He is ownei of the Fur- 
rell Foundry, at Ansonia, Conn., one of the 
largest manufactories in the United States, 
and is chief owner in the Bridgeport Forge 
Co. Mr. Pari ell is u thoroughly practical 
man, and bus attuned hia present position 
in the manufacturing and mining world 
from the lowest rung in the ladder. Mr, 
Edwin A. Merrick, a Minneapolis capitalist, 
is vice-president. Mr. Andrew B. Hen 
dryx, brother of the Dr., and a large man- 
ufacturer of brass and copper gouds m 
New Haven, is treasurer. These gentle- 
men are thoroughly ocquainted with every 
detail of the miu ng and treatment of ores, 
from the gr.^ss roots to u thousand feet 
below surface, and through all the processes 
to the turning out of the manufactured 
article. 

DR. HENDRYX 
has been in the Kootenay Lake district 
since June, 1884, looking after Ins and his 
company's mining interests, though his 
principal efforts have been devoted to 
op.-ning up the district to the outside 
world. It whs his company that built the 
wagon ro.ul from Kootenay station, on the 
Northern Pacific, to Bonner's Ferry, on 
Kooten iy river, thirty-two miles in length. 
Until the placing of steamers on the Colum- 
bia last summer, this roud furnished the 
only means of access to mid fiom the Koot- 
enuy Lake couutry. Even last year the 
principle portion of the goods for Kootenay 
Like points were freighted over the roiiti, 
nnd by Dr. Hendryx' steamers to the various 
camps mi the L ike. An evidence of the 
trade of the district, last year, may be 
gaih red from the fact that over this route 
120 car loads of freight were carried into 
the country from the Northern Pacific, 
$100,000 worth of ore was takeu to the rail- 
way, and about 3,000 passen- 
gers carried on the steamers. On 
the completion of the wagon roud 
small steameis were built to connect 
with it. The toll road was a losing specu- 
lation, and wus sold to the county for half 
its cost, and is now a fiee highway. The 
steamers never paid expenses until last 
season. However, the expenditure had the 
desired effect, that of opening up the dis- 
trict and attracting population and capital. 
A couple of dozen people comprised the en- 
tire population in \HSi. The prospector has 
sincediscovered rich mines and development 
has put their permanent worth beyond a 
peratlventure. 

RAILWAY CONNECTION 

to within thirty miles of the boundary line 
will he provided by the Cteat Northern by 
tho opening of next ye.ir.

THE US TIM A TBS. 

The readers of the Colonist wore no doubt 
surprised un.l disappointed to sec how 
small u sum has been set down in th 
Dominion estimates for public works and 
improvements in Victoria. It can hardly 
bo said that i ho Dominion Government is 
ignorant of Victoria's needs or of Victoria's 
cla nn to considei ut ion. A gnat dial bus 
been said and written during the pu-t year 
abnut the shabliinesa and inadequacy of 
the public buildings of the cat.icil of 
British Columbia, nnd also about its im- 
p irtanoe aa a commercinl centre, Yet, 
in spite of all the represen atiuns that have 
been made hy the pic^s of this ciiy, by its 
Baurd of Trade, by its lending; cit z ns and 
reprc-entatives in Parliament, Victoria is 
treated as if it were an insignificant town 
in s Hue out of the way county of Ontario 
or the Maritime Provinces. 

The dnll-sl cdj for which provision has 
been made in the Estimates, shnuld ha\e 
been built hy this time. Six 'tliou-und dol- 
lars is utterly inM<] equate for the improve- 
ment of the harbor. To make the im- 
provements that aie urgently and imme- 
diately required a very much larger sum 
would bo m edi-d. 

Victorians expected that not on'y would 
provision be mule to render the hub >r, in- 
nerand outer, fit to accommodate the rap dly 
increasing trade of the port, but that mo u y 
would lie appropriated for the erection i f a 
custom house and u post-office commensurate 
with the wants of the province. But 
nothing of the kind has been done. We do 
not wonder that surpiise and indignation 
are expressed by the supp Tiers of the Gov- 
ernment, and that the Opposition and those 
who sympathised with them are uneeringly 
saying " We to'd you so." 

We are not without hope, however, that 
the earnest repies>iitafiona and the vigor- 
ous pmti sis of the representativis of this 
city will have the effect of causing the Gov- 
ernment to givd the case of Victoria their 
serious consideration. It seems to us cer- 
tain that if they once realized the Compara- 
tive importance of this city they would see 
h iw unjustly it lias been treated hitherto, 
and that they would immediately take 
measures to give it what it is fair y entitled 
to in the way of public buildings and im- 
provements. Aa we have already said more 
than once, Victoria does n it sue for favors 
at the hands of the Domini • Government, 
All that it wants ia fair play. If it is 
treat d as other cities of its sizi and coin- 
merci il importance in Eastern Canada are 
treated, its inhabitants will be quite satis- 
fied. Let it have public buddings, such aa 
have hern giveti to Quebec, Ottawa, II unil- 
ton, London, or even Winnipeg, and theie 
will be no omplatnt from Victorians. It 
should not be forgotten that each of the 
cities we have mentioned, except Quebec, 
Contributes less to the general revenue than 
Victoria. The difference between Quebec 
and Victoria is only a few dollars. Here 
are the figures:

THE MUTISM BUDGET. 

Temperance men must have been discour- 
aged at the revelations made by Mr. Gob- 
cben in his Budget Speech. From them it 
must be concluded that the temperance 
movement has not done so much for the 
people of the Three Kingdoms us might be 
expected. The truth seems to be that 
when the inhabitant of the British Islands 
has money in his pocket he must spend 
some of it in Btrong drink. It is oul} 
when times are very hard and money not to 
be had, even for necessaries, that he is 
perforce abstemious, The Budgets of 
C lanuellors of the Exchequer show that, 
the better tinvs arc in Great Britain, the 
m re strong drink ia consumed. Times in 
that country, last year, did not appeal 
from this side of t he Atlantic to hiive been 
unc'rnnmoiily good, yet the revenue from 
strong drink was $1,500,000 greater than i 
was the year before, We have not I ho meiun- 

of finding out whether tho consumption of 
te i, coffee and sugar was increased cor res- 
po idingly, but wo venture to any that it 
was not. At any rate, nothing is said 
ab ut the increased consumption of these 
orj nmodllies, except tea, in tho comments 
on the Budget that we have aeon. But sonic- 
tWi ig ia, however, said about the increu.se of 
(lie revenue on tobacco, which amounted 



A striking feature of this year's British 
Bu Iget is the provision made for free edu- 
cation. The good old-fashioned British 
Tory regarded free education with a dislike 
which he took no pains to conceal. He 
held that every one should be educated ac 
cording to his station in life, and that it 
was no kindness to the son of the laborer 
or mechanic to educate him in such a way 
aa to give him ideas and tastes unsuited to 
the position he would have to occupy in the 
world. He would have every child get 
ju>t os much schooling as would lit him to 
do his duty in that state of life in which 
it hud pleased God to call him, 
and no more — he, of course, being 
the judge of that station. As for free edu 
cation, ho considered it just us reasouabli 
to require the state to give children free 
food and free clothe?, as to give them free 
schooling. He believed that making educa- 
t on general was one of the things that was 
turning the world upside down and destroy- 
ing nun's reverence both tor the wisdom 
and the institutions of their ancestors, to 
say nothing of their religion. 

But the Tory of to-day is not like tho 
Tory of half, or even a quarter, of a century 
ago. He finds, aa the Priintose League 
m iguziue said tho other day, that he must 
"move with the times." One of the move- 
in nts of the times is public education, 
paid for by the stale. Whether the results 
of -uch education are bad or good, hurtful 
or wholesome, the people must have it, and 
if i lie Conservatives will not give it to them 
they will get it fiotn the Radicals. 'I he 
movement will continue, and as there is no 
no uso trying to stop it, the line old n.o s- 
backa might as well put up with it as not, 
and try to kei p pace with the times. 

It must have l-oen reasoning euch as this 
that has prevailed upon a section of the 
Tory party to consent to making free edu- 
ca' ion a part of the po icy of the Unionist 
Government. Mr. Uoschen has set apart 
§10,000,000 to curry out the Government's 

free education scheme. As it cannot be put 
into nporation before September, only $5,- 
000,000 will be required for the purpose 
from next yen's revenue. It is intended to 
do away wi h school fees altogether in tho 
pr ni i ry schools. The schools are, it ap- 
pe us, to remain in nil other respects as they 
are tow. Education in Great Bi i tain is not to 
be made secular. Thisisnotudvocatedexcept 
by extreme Radicals. Neither members of 
the Established church, nor non-conform- 
is s. nor Catholics, will consent tosee religi m 
banished from the schools. Public opinion 
in Gre.il Britain, according to the indica- 
tions visible to us, is strongly i pposed to 
secular common school education. Whether 
miking schools free is a step ia lhat direc- 
tion lima alone can tell. On this side of 
the Atlantic it is found impossible to have 
the religion of any denomination taught in 
Schools which are maintained by the taxes 
paid by all. We ate no; at all sur e that the 
succtssofthe secular system in America 
has been such as will dispose 
the people of Great Brituin to muke the.r 
public schools "godless." Making their 
c mimon schools fiee may be considered by 
many a step in that direction, and when 
people once commence to move wi h the 
times it islnini to tell where they will stop. 
There aie people in Great Britain who say 
that the adoption of free education is a con- 
cession to the Radical Uni nista, and I hat 
the approach of the general oleclii n has r, n- 
dered it necessary. We are inclined to be- 
lieve that the extension of free education to 
the people of Great Britain is not a mere 
pirty m ive, but that it has been made with 
the sincere intention of improving and ele- 
vating the mass of I lie British people.

To the Editor:— The letter of "Pru- 
dence" in your paper to-day, should be 
widely read, and the writer's advice adopt- 
ed by public spirited ratepayers, illegal 
expenditure should he stopped ly an appeal 
to the courts.

Muskegon, Mich, May 1C— Twenty -two 
squares of business buildings and dwellings 
weie swept away to-night by the most dis- 
astrous fire Muskegon has ever seen. The 
fire started at 2:30 at the Launkowell hotel 
barns, just off Pine street, and, aided by a 
strong wind, swept with lightning rapidity 
to the blocks up Pine stroet, one of the 
chief business streets. Then, by a sudden 
shift of the wind, the flumes were driven to- 
ward terrace uvenue, ono of the finest resi- 
dence streets in the city, where they were 
s»opt unchecked until tho southern portion 
of the city wns reached, where the buildings 
were not so close. There the firemen, aided 
by engii es and men from Grand Rapids, 
n vetting the flames under coi.- 
ti ol, although at a late hour some buildings 
are still burning fiorcely. 

The Pine street business houses for ten 
blocks are entirely wiped out. Among the 
more valuable blocks Were : The Pine strcit 
house, Phiiaboruiii block, Eekeriiinn's drug 
store, Matthew Wilson's res deuce, Sedg- 
wick's hotel and stoie, McMiohael's shoe 
store, and the LauQkowel) hotel. 

No less than 350 residences, including 
some of the finest in the city, are in ashes. 
The SI 00,(100 court house was gutted, but 
the public documents were saved. The pri- 
soners in the c unity jail, which occupied 
the basement, of the court house, were liber- 
ated. Several cows undhorsei were binned, 
and a child sleeping in the Liiunkowcll hotel 
is missing. 

A conservative estimate of the total loss 
is over 8500,000. 

Hundreds of families who were rendered 
homiless are being cared for by people in 
the part of the city which > scaped the fire. 
The scenes on the streets to-night aie ter- 
I rible. Homeless people are running fran- 
tically about trying to save some little por- 
tion of their most valuable effects, which 
had been dragged from houses, hut in most 
cast s the spread of the (lames was so rapid 
that, as in the case of the Chicago fire, Iittlo 
or nothing could be carried away. Above 
the crits of women and children und the 
shouting of men could be heard the 
explosion of dynamite used by fire- 
men to blow up buildings in the hopo of 
staying the flumes, and again the heavy 
concussion of a boiler in some business 
building would explode, throwing the de- 
bris in all directions. The firemen labored 
under difficulty from the Btart. A gale 
which was blowing scattered huge blazing 
brands far beyond where the men were 
working, causing new fires to spring up be- 
yond their reach. 

Among the sad incidents was the death of 
Harry Stevens, son of Postmaster Stevens. 
He was ill wilh pneumonia, and when the 
flames approached the house, had to he 
moved. The shock was too great, and he 
died while being removed to a place of

The church 
was received at tho hands of 
Mr. Gillespie, the people's warden, 
his associate, Mr. Poole, being unavoidably 
absent, and formally consecrated with the 
impressive services of the Episcopal church, 
on the conclusion of which the Bishop 
preached tho confirmation sermon, taking 
his text from the first chapter of second 
Corinthiuns, a|id administered the holy com- 
munion, In the evening, Rev. A. Bean- 
lands preached to an audienco fully as lurge 
and attentive us that of the morning. The 
new church, which has yet to receive the 
finishing touches, is very neatly finished, 
even iu the most minute detuils, and is now 
possessed of a handsome and sweet-toned 
bell, a recent donation.

To night, women and children of the 
poorer classes wander Immelessly along the 
streets, moaning and weeping over their 
losses, ff the city authorities do not im- 
mediately interpose mid make some ar- 
rangements to house these homeless people, 
extreme suffering will certainly follow. 

The tir-t residence in the vicinity that 
fell a victim to the lite was that commonly 
cilled the " Sawdust," inhabited mos'ly by 
laboring people. This in a little while w is 
completely destroyed. At ibis point the 
wind shifted to the ive-t, and Ihe business 
portion of I'iuc caught. Cummings' house 
was the first to burn, and nil the stores 
on the east side of the sticet were 
swept away. The tiro crossed over Pine 
street to Webster uvenue mid followed a 
direct course lo the south, leaving the Belt 
block behind. Tho magnificent residence 
of Matthew Wilson, a wealthy lumberman, 
was toon in ashes. The courthouse was 
next, und now only tho walls remain. 
Who Apple s'r.'ot was reaah'd every busi 
ncss house on Pine ftreot was in ruins, with 
the exception of u few at the noith end. At 
the courthouse square the corner is widene I 
tn two blocks. An immense wind undo it 
impossible to get tho Barnes in check, und 
an I lie greater part "f the buildings were 
wooden everything uus favorable to tho BlO. 

The appeals for help to outside oities 
were promptly responded to, and the fire- 
men fought heroically but almost usele^ly 
nt til ihe more sparsely-built region whs 
reached, since when they have been gaining 
on ihe tire, and h ive prevented It from 
farther spreading. The territory now de- 
vastated is II blocks long and from ono to 
two blocks wide.
